railroad, which is now a part of the 


New Y o r k Central system to Buffalo. 
In August, 1842,

engineer and ran the first 
engine on that road. 
T h e superin­ 


tendent of the road ai that time was 


John Cortigan, a cousin of William 
Walsh, father of the subject of this 


sketch. 
His father had charge of 


eight miles of track from 1841 to 
1843. 


In 1849 Mr. 
G eo rge Walsh 
b e ­ 


cam e connected with the New York 


and Erie road. 
While on this road 
he narrowly 
escaped 
death. 
On 
July 4, i8co, an iron 
bridge broke 
through 
with

eighteen cars of stock. 
T h e brake- 
men 
and 
drovers in 
charge were 
killed. Engineer Geo rge Walsh and 
Condu ctor 
Hatch 
escaped 
with 
slight 
injuries. 
T h e 
fireman was 
disabled for life. 
There was a p a s ­

following the freight 
train which narrowly escaped plung­ 
ing into the stream. 
After this wreck ^Mr. Walsh b e ­ 
came foreman of the Erie shops at 
Dunkirk, N. Y. in 1S52 he became 
an em ploye of the northern division 
of the Ch ica g o and Alton road and 
remained in the service of that road 
two years.
